A DENIM HAMMOCK. 


Dlrfctioiui Tor Makln* a Hwlna; 


mock For the Baby'* C*e. 


Dt-uim is constantly invading new 


fields and taking fresh uses. Its last, as 
described by a writer in The Domestic 
Monthly, is aa the construct ing fabric of 
a child's hammock. Two yards of den- 
im of a brownish tone were purchased 
and a pattern 1J£ yards long by 87 
inches wide was out out of a newspaper 
aa a preliminary step toward making 
the hammock. Then tbe denim was 
folded lengthwise and cvi-^sw ise, so as 
to quarter it and find its winter, and this 
was marked with a pm thrust through 
it, after which the paper pattern was 
folded in the same way. the center 
found and laid over the spread oat den 
im so that the two materials would be 
exactly centered together lengthwise 
with each other. This left a strip of 
denim uncovered on|0ach side of the pa- 
per pattern 4>£ inches wide, while tbe 
ends were completely uncovered. A pen- 
cil line was then drawn so as to con 
thine tbe sides of tbe denim m two long 
strips from end to end, making the strips 


yards long by 4 '2 inches wide. Inside 


of these strips was left at each end an 
untouched piece of denim a little more 
than 13 inches long by 37 inches wide 
aa tbe cloth runs. These long side strips 
must not be cut, as tbey make the swing 
pieces for the hammock, but the end 
blocks are cut ont along tbe pencil hue 
aa far as the paper and across the end 
of the paper, so as to make a huge capi 
tal H of tbe denim. You must nest cut 
one little slit an iucb deep iuto the ex- 
treme corners of the bar of the H along 
the pencil line, so as to enable you to 
ran up a hem on the top and bottom of 
the bar. After finishing this fold the 
long side strips lengthwise and run them 
np smooth, so aa to make of them two 
long straps attached to the crossbar of 
the a 


Now you must take a pillow, lay it 


down on tbe denim, as you would if the 
hammock were m use as a bed, and lay 
a V plait in each sido of the crossbar to 
bunch it into a pocket or vessel shape. 
Plait until you get the arrangement you 
wish. Stick in a few pins and double 
itituh through tbe V plait along it* 
edgd). Yon will uow have the hammock 
shaped, and the next step i* to ran a 
piece of the waste denim across each 
end all of the width an a stay to prevent 
tbe sido •trlpti from pulling off. 


After placing the stays on the ends 


the side straps may Im firmly sewed to- 
gether to mako hanging loops, to which 
light Him uiuy bo addnd at plenum 
when n<«<«led. If the pillow and bedding 
will not k(H>p far enough apart, bghi 
round «tiokn may IM inscrlM anywhere 
nenwM tho loopn by winking a largo eye 
let in tho BlriiH In I'-dit the «tick «nd».

Cattle ahould be fed and milked regu- 


larly, whether in stalls or on the train. 
All MgriouHu£Ml8uui6ii«a ehuuld Appoint 
* competent person to aee that each cow 
in milked clean the evening before the 
ahow and to beware of "doctored" ud- 
den. The cows should be milked after 
the first inspection of the judge. I mu< h 
prefer to buy a cow with a toll udder 
than an empty one, as when full if there 
IB any deficiency in the udder it will be 
noticed much sooner than when empty. 


If time allowa I think it ia no more 


than right that, when the judge has 
awarded first, second and third prize, if 
there are any ezhibitota who want to 
know why m the judge's opinion the 
first prize animal is superior to the sec- 
ond and the tiecond better than the third 
and the third better than any in the 
field, the judge should tell them. They 
may thereby Bee their error in breeding 
and will try to be among the winners 
another year. 


Some judges seem to think that the 


premiums should be divided. This I am 
opposed to. I think that if an exhibitor 
has taken time and been at a great ex- 
peiise to prepare his cattle for the show 
ring he should have all the ribbons if he 
ia ttuiitletl Ui ilrclu. 


Agricultural societies and the differ- 


ent cattle clubs should pay more atten- 
tion to awarding prizes to animals bred 
by the exhibitor and to bull and his get 
and cow and her produce. They should 
offer premiums for herd of any age bred 
by the exhibitor, bull with five of his 
get, any age, and cow and two of her 
produce, cow to be shown with her 
produce if possible. 


Any exhibitor with means can, if he 
il competent, select and buy such ani- 
mals upon which he can gobble up near- 
ly all the piizea, but finch winnings do 
not in my estimation amount to much. 
Tito breeder who breeds a herd thac can 
win ia deserving of great credit aa a 
breeder and is an honor to the breed that 
he represents. — T. 8. Cooper in Breed- 
er's Qaaette.

Tbe addition 
of several feet in width to the west 
tide of the church is added to tbe 
main audience room, making the 
latter larger, and also more comfort- 
able by reason of a vast Improvement 
In tbe ventilating facilities. On the 
east side of the building there has 
been built two large class rooms, 
which may be made a portion of the 
main audience room by the adjust- 
ment of three large rotary partitions. 
To the south end of tbe old structure 
another addition has been construct* 
ed, adding, below the main floor, an- 
other class room and a stairway lead- 
ing to the basement, in which the 
heating apparatus have been placed, 
and some six or seven feet abo-e tbe 


In floor and to the rear of the 


pulpit, a choir loft, which is admira- 
bly located. Tbe choir loft hi so con- 
structed that the pipe-organ, which 
the congregation contemplates pur- 
chasing in the near future, may be 
fitted Into it without and further al- 
terations. 


On the north side, at the main en- 


trance to the church, there has been 
erected a tail and neatly-designed 
tower or cupola, tbe base of which 
forms the vestibule or church en- 
trance.

Dr. Albrltten, president of tbe 
Toledo district, will conduct the ser- 
vices. The old members of Grace 
church will remember Or. Albrltten 
aa the first pastor assigned to them 
after the church was built. On Sat- 
urday evening quarterly conference 
will be held, the services to be con- 
ducted by Rev. Fltzwater, presiding 
elder of this district. 


On Sunday morning there will be a 


love feast at 9 o'clock, followed by 
the dedicatory sermon, which will be 
delivered by Bev. Dr. Hamilton, of 
Boston. 
Rev. Hamilton will also 


conduct the services on Sunday even- 
ing, at which time tbe dedicatory 
exercises will be concluded.
